William and I have been whip-sawing. I Iiavc 
only had ono idle day since I came here. I pros- 
pected some two or three days, but found it diffi- 
cult to get low enough on account of water;, and 
a purse with very little in it is of no use to a man, 
when he needs toll, lumber, and provisions for two 
or three weeks. The diggings are good, but it 
takes labor an'l a small capital, to get at anything 
at this stage of llic water. Lumber for pumps and 
sluices arc necessary, and for iluminp, too, in 
many places. lint if we had money we could not 
buy lumber. The man w'tin buys lumlier here, 
must be a good friend and ac()u:iinl:inoe of the mdii 
who has a whip-saw, and pay jf'JdO per thousand 
for it. There are three whip-saws on the creek, 
but we could neither buy nor biro for love or 
money, so we had to take the chance we have. 
Wo got $1 per day and board, and receive our pay 
when it cornea out of the claim belonging to the 
men that own the saw. There is only one cross- 
cut saw on the creek, and tools of every descrip- 
tion are scarce.

I have raarii a bargain for a horse and pack- 
saddle to-niglu', which we will send by Scott and 
Eli. After pa ving for it, we shall not have enough 
money left to buy a half sack of flour ; so you 
will see the necessity there is for the articles I want 
you to bring, if you come.

In some 
places there is gold near the surface, but most of 
It will not pay till near the bed-roek.

Tho miners nerc are striking good diggings 
daily, and I do think that we will have plnnty of 
diggings for any number of minors who maycome 
up. The great drawback to this ' country is the 
great dillicuUy in gettin(j to it. 

Provisions arc very high, staple articles rating 
at about 70 cents per pound, and are considered 
low at that rate, in comparison to what they have 
been. When I first arrived here, all kinds of sup- 
plies were scarce, and rating at about $150 per 
pound. That was the principal cause of so many 
persons leaving here for the lower country. They 
could not stay and prospect without considerable 
money. Prospecting is e.ipensivc. being confined 
principally to ravines and gulches, but in nearly 
all cases successful where persons have had the 
means to give it a fair trial. 

Ned Campbell, of Hill's liar, is here, but will 
go out to-morrow for the mouth of Canal liiver, to 
join his party, wlio have struek iiijont one ounce 
diggings. Mike Martin, of Yalo, is also here, 
doing a tolerably good business.. Tommy Barry, 
of Yale, is also here.. They are both building 
large houses. 

There are aay quantity 'of one horse whisky 
sellers ttom Oregon and Similkameen. We have 
no doubt but what we will do well.

Iietter from Fort Hope. 

HovK, July 9th, 1860. 
Editoh I5UITISH Colonist; — The visits of His 
Excellency, Oorcrnor Douglas, are at present 
events in the history of British Columbia. When 
the colony has its dues, and foremost among them 
a resident and independent Governor, they will 
cease to he noted in the same degree. His Excel- 
lency, in his late visits to Hope and Valo, testified 
his anxiety to meet the wants and wishes of both 
places. He informed the people of Hope, that 
Vale had petitioned him to levy a duty of half per 
cent, (in all goods to the interior, suggested they 
should do the same, and olfercd the Yale document 
as a copy of procednre for Hope, informing us 
likewise that, being graced by several Chinese sig- 
natures, which had a pleasing variety and signifi- 
cant force in his own eyes, the petition was on its 
way to the throne of Her Most Gracious Majesty. 
Hope remembered a more important (hjeniiient, 
(in which, however, the Chinese element doc.s not

'Taxation. 

The AssL'mlily liave been discuseing for 
two or three sittings the mode of raising the 
Ways and iMeans to meet the acknowledged 
indebtedness of the country and lh« actual 
current e.xperiditure for 1860. It was deter- 
mined, to abide the itiaue uf. taxing thecoun- 
try by the Speaker's' oaating Tote. This in 
itself might not be so wrong, were the 
cotintry made acquainted first with its finan- 
cial condition: but being entirely igiioraiii — 
kept .so by the casting vote of the Speaker — 
n.s to whether it i? free from debt or liable 
for debt, the conduct of the Assembly is in- 
explicable, and the so-called representa- 
tives of the people deserve being called 
to strict account by their con.stituents. 

It is p'oposed to raise the necessary reve- 
nue by a direct tax.on real estate, including 
improvements within the town of Victoria ; 
by ia.\ on land alone, excluding the im- 
provemenls, outside our circular town boun- 
daty; and by granting licenses to mer- 
chants, tradesmen, liquor dealers, lawyers, 
bankers, auctioneers, real estate agents, bil- 
liard aaloons and bowling alleys, The bal- 
ance of the revenue will be derived from 
the Custom House, the fees of Court, and 
the Bales of Crown lands. As a means of 
lightening the taxed on our permanent in- 
habitants, the licensing system will aflord 
but a very small relief. Allowing that forty 
per cent, of our imports go to British Co- 
lumbia, it might be natural to suppose that 
forty per cent, of the merchant's and trader's 
licenses would be paid by British Colum- 
bians ; but that is not so, in consequence of 
t'leir being but a small number in compari- 
son with the whole of the licensed who 
supply the British Columbia market. It is 
clear, therelore, that the gain from that 
quarter will be very small. Our trade with 
Washington Territory is far smaller than 
that with our best customer; bat it is also 
supplied by equally as limited a number of 
m,erchants or traders, So the citiaens of the 
neighboring territory, like the sister colony, 
will aid but to a trifling amount in directli/ 
re ducing our taxe 8;_Th)^^gAl-.jouroe of 
away to-mottow. Billiards, liquors, cloth- 
ing, and food will be the principal articles 
of their consumption. The tran^^ient trade 
being small, the reduction of our direct 
taxes will be proportionably so. So on this 
score uur relief by licenses will be trifling. 
Wo have but Iwo other customers — one 
pays us in cash, the other in skins, oil ami 
money. The first is the navy. Drawing 
preiiy large supplies fur general use from the 
whoiesalB merchants who will pay a small 
license, iho navy will not a<KI much directly 
to the public revenue. The private sup- 
plies for otRoers and orews, however, will do 
much more; and if a foroe of two thousand 
men are kept oil this station, we will derive 
as great a dimt benefit through them from 
the license revenue as we can from all 
other customers. Next are the transient 
Indians, who exchange furs and oils for 
blankets and notions. Whatever trade they 
do will fall 1 1 the share of I'le small tradfjrs- 
B It ut> they do not produci; , Kjuyh furs urul 
oil to pay for their purcliiiscs, he h.-ilaiici; of 
trade in largely ayainst them ; a d their cash 
payment, Iherefun', is derived from the per- 
manent anil lraii>ient p()|)ulaliori ; ihe largest 
porlKiii fr(jni ac.Ulal tu.sideiita. So any aid 
they may givn will be Inn very small ; and 
tluis the weight of the laxcs will have to be 
bririio by the aotual population of the ooun- 
■")■• 

By taxing Ihu real estate of the town oc- 
cupied by mercha"ts, traders, saloons, etc., 
one per oen^^ oiir neighboring ouslomers— 
with the navy, Indians, and transient per- 
•ons— will indirectly aid still more to rclievu 
the local iuhabitsnti from taxes. For it is 
b^patun^l^ MppQaeth^tjhs price of tho 
marbhandlie luld wilPlfe proportionably in- 
creased to defray the lax. Olherwiso tlm 
annual profits will be smaller than when nu 
taxes existed, and the conseqnennii of hucIi a 
result would very naturally lead Id dincon- 
tenl. Therefore, coiisidering the limited 
number who derive bnntilil from tlin whole 
truiHient, inler-coloiiial anil forrit^n trade, 
lliH Olio pill I'ltiit. liix will plai'n bii! a small 
anKiui'l III K:ivin>;i to our credit, and afford 
but a limiliid n-iiiif. 

The Cdiirld will furniili a rtivi'imo that 
will ho paid only by lUo lili};anl«. Il is 
priisniniul eiKiugli 'vill liu raised lo iiiiiiit 
tliii iixpanieSf Whdllior or not it isdillioull 
to say, as tha Aiiembly has never instituted 



taken the responsibility to pay the courts 
on the guess-so principle that the exchequer 
will deHve frotii that source as much as it 
will be called upon to pay out. The Cus- 
tom House revenue derived from permits, 
clearances, entrances, and boat licenses, 
will be chiefly borne directly by ourselves ; 
though indirectly, British Columbia, Wash- 
ington Territory, and our other foreign com- 
merce will relieve us, to a small extent, 
from the Customs' tax. Whilst we concur 
in raising a portion of our revenue by 
licenses, still the fact ir.ust not be lost sight 
of, that so far as trade can be directly and 
indirectly traced, we will derive very little 
help from abroad. The conclusion to which 
wo may naturally arrive is, that nearly all 
the revenue. Territorial Or Casual, will have 
to be borne by the colony ; and that coloi.y, 
through the protectionist policy of country 
members will, to all intents and purposes, 
be Victoria town. Such generous conduct 
on their part merits our admiration. They 
certainly are representatives of petty dis- 
tricts in reality, and not of the whole people. 
Improvements of immense value — ninety- 
odd thousand pounds sterling at the Nanai- 
mo mines for instance — are exempted from 
taxation, whilst improvements in Victoria 
are to be taxed. Had they wished to take 
a reasonabla view of taxation, the improre- 
ments and not the lands would have been 
taxed. But anything reasonable need not 
be expected of an Assembly that refuses, to 
inquire into the finaaoial condition of the 
country. 

In old settlements like Nanaimo, Victoria, 
Esquimau and Metchosin districts, all real 
and personal property should be taxed. In 
entirely new districts, if a bonus to settle 
wore desirable, exempt them from taxes ; but 
if taxes are imposed on new districts, tax 
them on the re.sull'i of their labor and im- 
provemenis ; not the land, that is a wilder- 
ness, and partly owned by the government 
itself till the insiahnenls are paid. Or ex- 
cept the land of occupants in new settle- 
meiit.'i, and tax the unoccupied, whose own- 
er.s expect profit by influx of population. 
The principle of taxation started by tho As- 
sembly is wrong, through excepting personal 
property and country improvements frorrj 
taxation. Wealth, in real aud personal prop- 
erty, is the accumulated labor of the entire 
people. The millionaire is only the stew- 
ard of wealth from the labor of others. He 
never produced it; others produced it. 
Olherd make it valuable; others protect it. 
The entire wealth — representing the entire 
people — t>f a country should, ihen, be taxed. 

dual property; yet in fact it in the aooumu- 
laiion of the common labor that is the com- 
mon riches of a country ; and it should there- 
fore be taxed according to its value for the 
support of tho government that protects it. 
Let taxation rest, equally on all. If it does 
not, it is injustice.

TiiuKsDAY, July 12, 18G0. 

House met at a quarter after 3 o'clock. Present 
—Speaker Ilclrackcn, and Messrs. "Wuddington, 
Gordon, Southgste, Coles, Oary, Franklin, Mc- 
Donald, Green, Tolmie, and Foster.

Mr. SoutliRiitc proposed as an amendment that 
the retail dealers should pay £80 per annum ; and 
thought tho dilfereuce might be made up fiom the 
wholesale licenses. 

Mr. Waildington— If the rciuction is notgrcnter 
than proposed, it will hordly be of any use. The 
wholesale dealers are not taxed in Conada. i;60 
for retail licenses would not be too little. 

Mr, Sottthgate— There Is a chance of there being 
fewer retailers unless there is a oonsidorable re- 
duction. 

Jlr. WaddinRton— There were only 2d applica- 
tion for retail licenses yesterday. 

Mr. Helmcken reyretted there were no more 
than 2;i giog-shops in so large a town. [L.iu(jhter.] 
The lotailint; of liquor is very injurious, and tends 
to furnish the I'ulice force with business. Keep 
the licenses up. 

Mr. Coles— If the license is so liiKh, the retailers 
will have to make it up in koepiii}? bad liquor. It 
is only last week a man dropped down dead from 
drinking bad mm. „ . , 

Mr. Tolmie— That man may have died from 
drinking too much Kood liquor. 

Mr. Coles— Yea, if you call strychnine a good 
drink. rLauRhter.') 

Mr. Uelmckon- Men will try to make money, 
and whether the licenses arc high or low they will 
have a Rood profit. 

Mi. Coles — I know a dealer, who says lie keeps 
imitation liquors because he cannot ail'ord to keep 
good ones in consequence of Ibe high liceimo. 

Mr. Waddingtoii— ICvery improvement in this 
place has been made on tho money receivcil from 
liquor licenses. The liquor dealers -re only 
making their bread .md cheese, and under tlm 
jirescnt law, they will nut be able to make that 

^Mr. Carv — There arc only twelve wholesale 
dealers, upon whom the whole bui;den is to be 
cast, if tho retail licenses are reduced>o very low. 

Mr. South(,'ate'« amendment reducing the retail 
license to £S0, was put and lost. 

Mr. Caty'8 resolution, fixing the sum nt £90, was 
carried. 

Mr. Gary proposed a resolution that there shall 
be a license of £15 jier annum on all houses ot a 
disiance of three miles or more from the towns of 
Victoria, I'.squitnalt and Nanaiino. 

Mr. Gary said this resolution was not to affect 
brewers. 

'I'he resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Gary introduced a resolution to the effect 
that bankers shall pay a yeiirly license of £50 ; 
real estate brokers, auclioiieers, lawyers and news- 
paper pmprietors, £10; billiard tables and bowling 
allevs, X") each. 

>ir. Ilelmoken introduced an amendment that 
auctioneers pay £25 per annum. 

Messrs, Cory and Southgate opposed the amend- 
ment, and Messrs. Foster and McDonald fa- 
vored it. 

Mr. Waddingtnn— At one time I thoii:;ht the 
auctioneers should pay a heavy license, but upon 
makini? inquiries I have come to the conclusion 
that Ihey could not alford it. The auction busi- 
ness here is a small, iictly, pienyunlsh one, and 
the proKis ammiut to iiolhini;. 

Mr. Foster- The pelly project nf taxation as in- 
troduced in thbs Assnnbly, will, 1 am afraid, give 
tne public a poor idea of the talent which ori^'i- 
nated the idea of taxinn billiard tables, bowling 
alleys and'skitile ijrnunds. 

Mr. .Southgate wished the term banker defined. 

Mr. foster— If ouctionecrs eon nay £26 per an- 
num, blinkers can pay £2500. I'hey are doing 
the most profitable business here. They charge 
from 3 to 7 per cent, per month whenever they 
get .1 chance to screw. I oiler as an amendment 
that they pay £100 per iiiinnm. 

.Mr. Cary's rc^-olutiuu that bankers pay a tax of

Tlo' auctioneers' tax was fixcil at £10 [icr nn- 
rium.
